and we’ll be alert to that

WASHINGTON (AP) - On a 5 to 4 vote, 
the Supreme Court Thursday ruled the 
death penalty to be illegal as it is gener­ 
ally used in the United States Today. 
All nine justices filed separate and 
sometimes 
conflicting 
or 
ambiguous 
opinions. One of them, Lewis F. Powell 
Jr.. said the ruling removed the death 
sentences from some 600 prisoners and 
nullifies the capital punishment laws of 39 
states 
Specifically set aside by the decision and 
a series of follow-up orders were 128 death 
sentences. 
But 
there were suggestions in the 


opinions, mostly by Chief Justice Warren 
E Burger and Justice Potter Stewart, that 
it would be possible for state legislatures 
and Congress to enact a constitutional 
death-penalty law 
Evidently, in order to be vahd such a 
bw would have to be applied uniformly 
and not leave it to juries to pick and choose 
which 
convicted defendants should live 
and which should die 
All four dissenters were appointees of 
President Nixon. 
In a second decision the court held 5 to 4 
that aides of a member of Congress—and 
even the congressman himself—may be 


forced to testify before a grand jury about 
anything except their “ legislative acts ” 
The majority opinion, by Justice Byron 
R White, permits a federal grand jury in 
Boston to go ahead with an inquiry into 
arrangements made by the office of Sen 
Mike Gravel, I>Alaska, for publication of 
the Pentagon Papers by Beacon Press. 
Gravel said in a statement: “ Today’s 
decision may be the death-knell for an

Says U. S. Will Return 
To Paris Peace Talks 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President Nixon 
announced Thursday night the United 
States will return to the Paris peace talks in 
two weeks without pre-conditions but with 
hopes for serious negotiations to end the 
long and costly Vietnam war 
The 
chief 
executive 
told 
his 
first 
televised news conference in 13 months 
that he was assuming the Communists 
were ready to negotiate seriously and 
added if they did “ this war could be ended, 
and It could be ended well before Jan 
20“ — when he hopes to be inaugurated for 
a second term in the White House 
Ebrly in the news confereme, which 
lasted 44 minutes instead of the usual 30. 
Nixon misspoke himself and mentioned 
April 13 as the date for resuming talks with 
the North Vietnamese But a few minutes 
later he said “ I’ve already indicated that 
we will be returning to negotiations in J uly 
That is the important area to watch ’’ 
Nixon vowed the United States would 
continue its bombing of North Vietnamese 
military targets, and its mining of enemy 
ports, to hold leverage for the negotiations 


and to protect U S forces still in Vietnam 
And he restated his May 8 offer of a 
complete withdrawal within four months 
ot a ceasefire and release of Amencan war 
prisoners 
Most of the news conference in the White 
House hbst Hoorn focused on Vietnam, but 
some questions touched on domestic and 
political issues 
In fielding que.stions. the President: 
—Praised Vice 
President Spiro T 
Agnew and said reporters should certainly 
not assume Agnew will be dropped from 
the Republican ticket this year. But he 
stopped short of saying Agnew would be 
his running mate again, pledging to make

—Said the arms-control agreements he 
signed in Moscow were intended to “ at

Nixon extended pnce controls Thursday to 
fresh fruits, vegetables, eggs and seafood 
after the first sale by the producer. The 
move 
was 
expected 
to

immediate effect on soaring food costs. 
In removing the current exemption on 
raw agricultural products at all levels 
exc-ept the farm, the President sought to 
put the pressure of controls on profit 
mantins and price markups on fruits, 
vegetables and seafood sold primarily at 
wholesa le a nd reta11 
Donald Rumsfeld, director of the Cost of 
Living Council, said Nixon’s action “ cannot 
drive food prices down Only increased 
supply or reduced demand could do that 


Last week, Nixon decided to bft meat 
import quotas for the remainder of this 
year in order to increase beef and pork sup- 
pbes and put downward pressure on the 
retail cost of meat

require many additional pnce commission

Russian 
apprehension

development of a Chinese solid-fueled 
rocket that could carry a nuclear warhead 
up to 2.500 miles This would bring Moscow 
within the sights of Chinese misselmen. 


The Russians have responded by building 
up their military forces along the border 
An estimated million men, equipped with 
the latest Soviet weaponry, have lined the 
border And new forces are arriving almost 
daily. 


Chinese leaders complained to Henry 
Kissinger in Peking last week that the 
Russians have even extended their war 
preparations along the Mongolian border

Russell On 'Gunsmoke' For Nearly 18 Years

NEW YORK (AP) - There is 
the same breeziness, the same 
cool eyes and the impression 
that a keen sense of humor 
lurks just below a polite sur­ 
face. 
Aside from that there is al­ 
most no relationship between 
Miss Kitty Russell, owner of 
Dodge City’s Long Branch Sa­ 
loon. and the actress who, con­ 
siderably to her surprise, has 
been playing the part for going 
on 18 years. 
“Gunsmoke," in spite of one 
hair breadth escape, has been 
rolling along now since 1954.

Three of the original cast are 
still going strong in the series, 
although there have been some 
changes in the casting of fea­ 
tured players. A more mature 
James Arness, of course, still 
plays the rugged core charac­ 
ter. Dillon, with the same sober 
attitude that suggests that here 
is a gentle man of peace and 
order forced by circumstances 
into having to draw a g un- 
very, very fast—to protect the 
good people. Milburn Stone, 
now graying around the tern-* 
pies, is still the same testy, 
short-fused sawbones of the 
first shows. And. of course. 
Amanda whose tresses are pt‘r- 
haps a little brighter red now 
than in the days before color 
TV. 
And, over the years, Amanda 
has organized her life into two 
very neat compartments. She 
moves from actress to private 
citizen with the amount of 
stress used in changing hats, 
which is what it amounts to. 
“We know in advance the 
shooting schedule, and my part 
can take from one day to five 
days, ” she said.

Bu t that was after 
we su mmoned u p the nerv e—it 
didn’t take mu ch—to knock on 
the Cu rtis’ door. We were 
greeted by Tony Cu rtis in white 
shorts and T-shirt and Janet 
'Leigh in a white slip. 
Lily managed to snatch a 
white handkerchief from Cu rtis 
and a cigarette from Miss 
Leigh as sou v enirs before we 
fled, with hotel secu rity gu ards 
in fast pu rsu it. 
How did Cu rtis react some 10 
y ears later when he gu est-star­ 
red on “Lau gh-In” and was 
told abou t the incident? “I ju st 
told him abou t it, and he was 
so sweet and ev er^hing,” she 
said, adding: “He ju st wanted 
to know, ‘Was 1 nice’?” 
Offstage, Lily sou nds like the 
fast-talking 
character 
that 
helped make her famou s, along 
with Ernestine, the pinch-faced 
switchboard operator; Edith 
Ann, the chocolate-coated 5- 
y ear-old, and Mrs. Elarbore, the 
tastefu l lady Lily said she fash­ 
ioned after all the wealthy ma­ 
trons in the fashionable Grosse 
Pointe su bu rbs of Detroit. 
She starts a sentence, words 
spilling ou t a mile a minu te, 
stops midway throu gh, then 
changes directions, only to stop 
again and go back to where she 
was.

Detroit working at the coffee 
hou ses arou nd town and getting 
great rev iews from the local 
press. She went to New York— 
for good—in 1965. 
The Merv Griffin show was 
the first of the telev ision talks 
shows she appeared on—thanks 
to her manager, Britisher Irene 
Pinn. She was also on the Gary

She got a re­ 
sidu al check in the mail for 
$906—pay ment for a cold reme­ 
dy commercial she’d done 
months before.

mercials, so then I cou ld qu it 
ty ping and then I started nniak- 
ing aU my money performing.” 
While on her latest concert 
and clu b tou r, du ring her hiatu s 
from the ”Lau gh-In” filming, 
she has pu rchas^ a new hou se 
in Los Angeles and she admits 
to being ”in lov e” althou gh she 
won’t say with whom. ’’It’s my 
Ufe,” she ex plained. 
As for her recent Grammy 
Award-the first ev er won by a 
comedienne—she’s 
obv iou sly 
thrilled bu t maintains her cool 
with a highly u nderstated, ”0h, 
y es, that was nice.”
